Lapproke Taeatre.—The Beaux’ Stratagem, 
by some perverse and unaccountable error of 
judgment, continues to be overlooked by our 
theatrical managers. It is true Mr Buckstone 
revived it some twenty odd years ago, and, aware 
that the part of Scrub is just adapted to his 

culiar humor, it seems strange he should since 

ave shelved this comedy. When Miss Herbert 
Yeyived the intellectual plays our fathers so 
heartily enjoyed, sbe did not neglect Farquhar’s 
masterpiece. But it has now keen left for ama- 
teurs to do their best with the exceedingly diffi- 
cult characters the Irish humor'st has so 
felicitously drawn, and it is our pleasing task to 
record the very satisfactory way these, for the 
most part, were embodied on the 18th inst. by the 
ladies and gentlemen who ever and anon hold 
forth on the little stage at Notting-hill. So ex- 
¢ellently adapted indeed were the female char- 
acters of this play to the gentle maidens who 
personated them that they claim our first and 
special notice. Very cleverly, though with not 
sufficient variety, did Mies C. French sustain the 

rt of Mrs Sullen, that ill-matched daughter-in- 

w of the good Lady Bountiful. She seemed at 
home on the stage, and entered thoroughly into 
the spirit of the too snsceptible, but still 
virtuous spouse of the sottish Squire. It would 
be scarcely possible to find a young lady more 
fitted by nature to represent the ingenuousness 
of that “dear little censorious country girl” 
Dorinda. The innocent freshness, the guileless, 
almost childlike, aspect of Miss Lizzie Lawrence 
as Dorinda, the goddess of Aimwell’s idolatry, 
could not fail to arouse the spectators’ sympathies, 
whilst the pretty archness of Cherry, the object 
of the psendo-footman’s somewhat iniquitous at- 
tentions, was rendered in a manner which reflects 
the highest credit on Miss Alice Hilton: Her 
rehearsal to Archer of “love's catechism” so 
tickled the audience, that ber falling into his 
arms at the concluding passages was the signal 
for a proleoged applause, that seemed to indicate 
a desire for its repetition. Miss Hilton intre-

daced, unaccompanied, the song of ‘ Cherry 
. usual brightness and 
animation, and furth assisted the comedy by 
appearing as the mn. .d Gipsy. Despite a young 
face under an elderly lady’s powdered wig, Miss 
Morelle gave a good notion of the kind-hearted 
Lady Bountiful; the great scene where Aimwell, 
brought in an armchair, counterfeits a swoon, 
and she and her servants endeavour to bring 
him to consciousness, afforded much amuse- 
ment. Mr Sanford, always a good light come- 
dian, toned down the somewhat free remarks of 


Archer 80 judieiously, and comported himself to- 


wards the ladies with such refinement of man- 
ner, that on hearing him speak it is no wonder 
Mrs Sullen exclaimed—*‘‘ That flight was above 
the pitch of a livery.” His acting throughout 
wasi' marked by great intelligence. Mr W. 
Nicholls, who was well dressed, took some pains 
to preserve the gentlemaniiness of Aimwell’s de- 
portment ; he was dashing and vivacious with 
Archer, fervent in his addresses to bis lady love, 
and courteous to all, even the highwayman 
Gibbet, played by Mr Lestocq with all the re- 
quisite politeness and poltroonery demanded at 
the hands of its interpeter. For the thorough 
enjoyment of this comedy, however,-it is essential 
to have a good Scrub, and without flattery, we 
assert that Mr Young exceeded our expectations, 
and made his personation most enjoyable. His 
quaint, dry fun, although slightly spoilt by gag, 
made the house ring with laughter. Mr R. Gas- 
ton is not often geen in clerical garb, and truly 
the part of Foigard is an uphill one, but he got 
through it with ability, and Mr Knight gave'a 
clownish idea of the boor Sullen. Mr Wilson did 
Sir C. Freeman suitably, and Mr Danbridge, in 
the absence of Mr Thurlow (indisposed), read 
Boniface with that unetion which is entirely his 
own. Weare induced to speak thus favourably 
of the dramatis persone, the rather as everyone 
seemed most anxious to do their best with their 
several roles, but it must be remembered that as 
this comedy is one of the most brilliant im the 
English janguage and in every way, but moral] 

perhaps, perfect, the best amateurs, aye, avd mod- 
ern actors too, must fee! their inability to grapple 
successfully with its difficulties. Even the 
School for Scandal presents less formidable 
barriers to the histrionic student. Its wit, humor, 
and knowledge of life, as life was in the 18th 
century, are extraordinary, and, as bas been justly 
remarked, they who posvess sufficient discrimina- 
tion to separate the good trom the licentious im- 
press of Farquhar’s seal, will see this play with 
advantage. So delicately were the few double 
entendres, however, conveyed, that the audience 
caught the wit, and missed the grossness, if any 
Were uttered, which we doubt. The audience 
listened attentively to all that was going on, ap- 
parently enjoying the diverting situations, till 
Hounslow, after dragging in the ladies, fell 
wounded from a desperate lunge of Archer's 
sword, when the applause was tumultuous, and 
some time elapsed before they could go on with 
the comedy, which, by the by, was preceded by 
the farce of Don’t judge by appearances, which 
failed to draw out the risible faculties of the 
spectators, We will tell them why. Messrs 
Danbridge, Lestocg, and the gentleman whose 
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Dame was represented by a blank in the pro- 
gramme, are good farceurs, but they streve too 
hard to be funny. Fun should come, like tears, 
spontaneously. Roaring, bellowing, and franic 
gesticulation won't bring it out. Miss Hilton and 
Miss Mabel French looked and played charming- 
ly. But few remained for the ball. Mr May’s 
costumes were correct. 


Bisou TagaTRe.—Romany Civs.—A Cup of 
Tea, Still Waters, and Done on both Sides, were 
selected for representation on the 22nd. Again 
have the anxieties respecting the Prince of 
Wales’s health postponed these entertainments, 
the present one having been fixed for the 11th. 
We were not in time for the first piece, but in the 
comedy we witnessed some very fair acting, the 
most noteworthy of which was Mr Allan’s Mild- 
may, a personation that was deserving of the 
applause it met with at the hands of a very 
fashionable assembly. The Potter of Mr Arthur 
Seymour, quaint and fussy as it was, was also 
duly recognised, whilst the Hawksley of Mr 
Hamilton, if slightly marred by hesitation and 
want of aplomb, was nervertheless very respect- 
able. Mrs Sternhold was done justice to by Miss 
Harvey, and Miss Alice Ponsford, a young lady 
with whose face and figure we shall be pleased to

The 
concluding farce brought again to notice Mr 
Allan, this time as old Whiffles, Mr A. Leymour 
in the character of Phibbs, and Mr Hamilton as 
Brownjohn. All these gentlemen exerted them- 
selves to keep up the fun of the situations, the 
most boisterous of which was the well-known 
dinner where poor Pyggy is compelled to act as 
serving-man. Mre Harvey was Mrs Whiffles, and 
a very nice girl yclept Ethel Prescott officiated as 
her daughter Lydia.—An excellent baud, led by 
Mr Ottaway, enlivened the tedium of the 
entr’actes. Once more we beg the RomAN1gS to 
give us something less hackneyed. 


Kine’s Cross Toeatee.—THe WaLtace CLus. 
—Besides Luke the Labourer, mentioned in our 
last, Time Tries all, and the Rover's Bride were 
played on the lith. Miss Fanny Brough’s Laura 
is well-known to be a graceful, though too 
subdued personation, and Miss Lizzie Laurence, 
whose absence from the boards will be much 
regretted by her friends and admirers, appeared 
both as Fayny and Alice.

SapLex’sWeEtis.—We have been favoured with 
witnessing the rehearsal of the new pantomime 
here. It is an amalgamation of two stories, ** Old 
Mother Hubbard” and “ Jack and Gill.” We 
think the manager has been prolific in the ex- 
treme as regards expense. The scenery, dresses, 
and all appointments are in abundance, and the 
number of persons engaged in it too many for the 
stage. There is a want of variety. The opening 
scene for near an hour consists chiefly of singing 
and dancing, which should be curtailed. The 
sooner the comic part begins the better. We 
have not the names of the various artistes en- 
gaged, suffice it to suy there are some very clever 
young ladies, dancers and singers, and with care 
and practice no doubt the pantomime will draw 
good houses. The music is spirited and appro- 
priate.

formance because it does not please him. — Be it 
so. I am ungrateful; I value not the piece of 
pasteboard presented to me by my esteemed friend 
when I despise the piece I witness. I frankly 
admit I think Apple Blossoms little short of 
contemptible, I would not have left my fire-side 
to see it had I known how utterly imbecile and 
wishy-washy the whole affair was. I had seen 
Albery’s Zwo Roses and rather liked it, and I 
expected the author to have done something good 
once more. Amy Fawsitt is always very pleasing, 
it is true, and through her charming simplicity 
the piece was endurable. Farren. is not very 
great in it, and Lin Kayne, I fear, is a mistake.

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CONCERNING THE OLYMPIC. 


Ir report speaks truly, a terrible act of re- 
tribution is about to be accomplished by the 
dramatic critics of the London press. A well- 
known actor has lately inserted advertise- 
ments in the papers, in which it would be dif- 
ficult to decide which most predominates, 
silliness or bad taste. He paraded all the cri- 
ticisms that hed been written of his acting in 
a certain part, and then called on the public 
to laugh at them. The vanity of the man 
was inadequate to the proper comprehension 
of the consideration shown to him by those 
gentlemen who, if they damned with faint 
a did so, no doubt, from motives of 

indness, and a desire to let him down easily, 
which it is possible they now regret. For the 
future, it is eaid, the offending actor’s exis- 





tence will be ignored by the public press, and 
neither praise nor blame meted out to him ; in 
fact, if he were to play Hamlet, the criticism 
on that play would be written, with the part 
of Hamlet leftout! No doubt the sentence is 
severe, and it is not for us to decide whether 
it be just or justifiable. But the actor’s share 
in the transaction may in all probability be 
traced to that milk-and-water style of criti- 
cism to which we drew attention a few days 
ago. A player may be admirable as Mercutio 
and detestable in ing Lear, but that is no 
reason why, because he is rightly praised in 
the one character, he is as a matter of course 
to be praised in the other. He may not see 
this himself, and, with the fatuity peculiar to 
his profession, may perhaps think that if he 
is good in one part, he must be equally good 
in another; and it is therefore a hardship if 
the public is not told so through their dra- 
matic advisers. Critics must give up being 
good-natured. It is, of course, a laudable 
feeling that restrains this censure of young 
aspirants, whose bread they may be the cause 
of losing ; but it must be remembered that in 
all other professions everybody bas to pet- 
form his part competently or retire. We fear 
that this last episode in the history of the Bri- 
tish stage, ‘‘though it make the unskilful 
laugh, cannot but make the judicious grieve.”

MR HENRY W. BETTY, THE YOUNG 
ROSCIUS. 

Ir was on the Ist of December, 1804, that 
this celebrated youth, as an actor, made his 
first appearance at Drury-lane Theatre. The 
character assigned to him was that of Bar- 
barossa. The twenty-eight first nights of this 
young gentleman’s appearance brought into 
the house no less than £17,200, and Master 
Betty himself, with salary and benefits, made 
£1,000 a-week. The Rosciomania lasted for 
some months, during which the lad made a 
small fortune, which his friends scrupulously 
put by for him, It culminated when he was 
presented at Court; or, rather, perhaps, when 
Cambridge proposed Roscius noster as the sub- 
ject for the Browne medal. Since the time of 
Master Betty ‘infant phenomenons” have 
been rare, and it would now take a pheno- 
menon, indeed, to draw £17,000 in a month, 
or to earn £1,000 a-week. And yet, when 
Master Betty played at Drury-lane, the Kem- 
bles were at the height of their fame. But 
then those were playgoing days; these are the 
days of scenic effects, ballets, breakdowns, 
and burlesques. It gives us infinite pleasure 
to inform our readers that he is in good 
health at present, though for some time past 
paralysis affected him to such an extent that 
he was unable to take exercise. He is now in 
his eightieth year.

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PYGMALION AND GALATEA. 


Mr. [{Gilbert’s mythological comedy, now 
playing at the Haymarket, is a great advance 
on his fairy drama—TZhe Palace of Truth. It 
is impregnated with poetic feeling, imbued 
with nature’s sweetest touches. Miss Robert- 
son never looked or played more sweetly than 
in the character of the unsophisticated 
Galatea, to whom the world, new to her, 
since she was born but yesterday, appears vile 
and worthless. The description of her sensa- 
tions on coming to life— 


“ T felt my frame pervaded with a glow 

That seemed to thaw my marble into flesh, 

Its cold, hard substance, throbbed with active life, 

My limbs grew supple, moved, I livea—— ”

is far above the average writing for the stage, 
and alone stamps the author as one of our 
most ideal dramatists. And then her first 
sleep and her dream, charmingly told— 


“T fell upon my couch ; my eyelids closed, 
My senses faded from me one by one——”

Miss Caroline Hill as Cynisca was made up 
admirably—classic in every outline, and she 
acted with a power she had not heretofore 
evinced. Kendal’s part (Pygmalion) is a 
thankless one, and Howe had little to do be- 
yond wearing a gorgeous Greck soldier’s 
armour, with golden greaves and helmet. 
Buckstone and Mrs. Chippendale are fitted 
with amusing parts, and they make the 
audience roar with the boisterousness of loud 
laughter. Every Jine, every word, is given 
with such distinct emphasis and deliberation, 
that in the comic scenes—especially where 
Galatea indulges in the most irresistibly 
funny personalities on Buckstone’s face, eyes, 
mouth, &c.—it is impossible not to catch the 
contagion, and join in with the rest. To Mr. 
Gilbert’s skill in blending the pathetic with 
the absurd, may be attributed the success of 
his new venture. That it is destined to hold 
its own amidst the classic works of the 
dramatic library I must emphatically deny. 
There is too little vraisemblance in the plot, 
which has been wrested from the original to 
suit the exigencies of the moral code of the 
day; and, although practically conceived, it 
has a nineteenth century flavour that is unmis- 
takeable—English manners grafted on Attic 
individuals, and consequently incongruous in 
treatment—and which bars its claim to immor- 
tality. For all that, it is so delicate a work, 
and so cleverly interpreted, that we are sure 
all men and women of taste—I mean those 
who contemn the teacup-and-saucer drama of 
the period—will see it with pleasure. The 
studio is capital.

DAVENPORT. 

Nor the guondam husband of Mrs Charles 
Mathews, but the spouse of the celebrated 
Mrs Davenport, is the subject of our notice. 
Utility, rather than bright and shining talents 
constituted his characteristics. In whatever 
he appeared he always made good his claim to 
the merit of being correct, and to adopt a 
favourite expression of his own when he met 
with less applause than he considered himself 
entitled to, ‘‘ What would the people have ? 
always clean! always perfect! shirt washed 
to-day, and wig combed not an hour ago!” 
The parts he did best were those of a dry and 
caustic nature; his style being not unlike 
Crompton’s. His Sulky in the Road to Ruin 
was one of best characters. His clowns and 
rustics were also exceedingly good. But 
when he had the misfortune to have greatness 
thrust upon him (like poor ill-used Malvolio), 
and was required to appear as the representa- 
tive of a king, a doge, a duke, ora lord, the 
chief recommendation that could be conferred 
on his acting was the plea advanced by him- 
self—‘‘ always clean, always perfect.” He 
was regularly engaged at C.G. with his clever 
wife in the early years of the present century, 
that period when the fine old comedies be- 
queathed to us by Vanburgh, Farquhar, Con- 
greve, Cibber, Sheridan, Goldsmith, and Col- 
man were played, perhaps, to the greatest

MISTAKES IN ADVERTISING. 
(To the Editor of the THEATRICAL JovRNAL.) 

Sir,—Yesterday (Friday) evening I went to 
the Vaudeville Theatre, expecting to see the 
performances as advertised in the papers of that 
day. I saw the advertisement of this theatre in 
three London papers of last Friday, for the 
same evening. On arriving, bowever, at the 
doors of the Vaudeville I found them all closed, 
with notices on them, saying that the theatre 
would re-open on Boxing-night, Now I think 
that you will perfectly agree with me in thinking 
that there ought to be a better arrangement be- 
tween the mavagers of theatres and the press, 
as these mistakes in announcing the perform-
